We do 
know that the Nicaragua Canal should be 
built and will give some of the reasons 
which have inspired our action. First, we 
believe that the builcing of a ship canal 
uniting the Atlantic aud Pacific oceans is 
feasible; second, the American people 
should build it, andthe American Govern. 
mentcontrolit. ... 


Mr. Estee then detailed at length the 
reason for his belief in the feasibility of 
the scheme. He said that a fair esti- 
mate of its cost was,jstt little over 
$87,000,000. The***canal would 
shorten the distance from ocean to 
ocean about 10,000 miles. He argued 
with regard to the second reason that 
if it is not built by Americans the canal 
would be built by foreigners—by - peo- 
ple inimicalto American intersts—and 
the best way to keep it under American 
control wasto have the Government 
controlit. He spoke of the great bene- 


enabling our Government ships to reach 
the Pacific Coast in shorter time than 
they now can do, and of the great com- 
mercial advantages that would accrue to 
the whole country when the canal should 
be built. He dwelt at length upon the 
necessity for immediate action, and 
‘said: 


Make the mouth of the Mississippi, with 
its twenty-two bordering States and its 200 
tributaries and million ware miles, 
of which it is the outlet, 10,000 
miles nearer the Pacitic Coast by boat, 
and note the marvelous effect such a pro- 
ceeding will have on the productive indus- 
tries of the country. The increasing and 
cheapening of transportation by sea will in- 
crease and cheapen transportation by land. 
In this age it is a necessity to the producer 
that his product be carried quickly and 
cheaply to market. Transportation thus 
becomes a source of sucéess, and lack of it 
a cause of failure, and it is équally neces- 
sary tothe consumer that what he con- 
sumes be brought to him in the shortest 
possible time and for the ieast amount of 
money. The United States never can pro- 
duce teas, coffees, india-rubber, dye-stuffs, 
rare woods and other articles required by 
our people. We will always look to foreign 
countries for much we need of these arti- 
cles, and they must be brought to us by 
sea. This being so, our success will largely 
depend upon the question of time in trans- 
porting them by water. If time, distance 
and money can be saved by making a canal 
across the Isthiuus of Nicaragua, then it 
must be built and it will be built—built un- 
der the control of our Government, because 
the whole people need it. Then this vast 
producing region known asthe Great West, 
including the valley of the Mississippi, in- 
stead of being isolated from the trade cen- 
ters of the world, will occupy a central po; 
sition between the countries of Asia and

Think of what this canal would accom-

The Trial of the Temple Street Case 
Continued. 


A Number of Witnesses Examined 
the Defendants. 


They Demand a Jury in the Matter of 
Damages—The Tax-list Mandamus . 
‘Proce gs—General Court 
Notes—New Suits. 


“Judge Van Dyke and a jury in Depart 
ment Four were occupied all day yes- 
terday in listening to the argument of 
counsel in the case of the City vs. Dan 
Freeman e¢t al., an action to condemn a 
right-oftway through Inglewood for the 
proposed outfall sewer to the sea, the 
matter being presented by City Attor- 
ney McFarland for the plaintiff .and 
Messrs. Chapman and Bleecker for the 
defense. The matter was finally sub- 
mitted to the jury on special findings at 
5:20 o’clock, it being agreed by coun- 
sel that if that body agreed before re- 
tiring time, it should return a sealed 
verdict. The prospects are, however, 
that on account of the multiplicity of 
instructions given, and the nature of 
their verdict, the jury will be out at 
least twelve hours. 

THE TEMPLE STREET CASE. 

The trial of the case of the city vs. 
Ella M. Linde and 188 others, known as 
the ‘Temple street grade’’ suit, was 
resumed before Judge Shaw in Depart- 
ment Five yesterday morning, the fol- 
lowing witnesses being examined for 
the defense: F. W. Wood, L. S. But- 
ler, W. G. Smith, S. M. Metcalf, A. 
Merriam and P. P. Kiefer. At theclose 
of this testimony the defendants, repre- 
sented by Messrs. Wells, Monroe and 
Lee, moved the Court for judgment on 
the pleadings, but Judge Shaw denied 
the motion and adjudged that the plain- 
tiff had sufficiently made outa case to 
cal' for an assessment of damages.

shots fired any one else had been hit. 
The officers of Sacramento will average 
up with any force in the State except 
the department of Los Angeles, which 
leads all west of the Missouri River, 
and vet they were fooled by the almond- 


eyed heathens.

In the Sacramento fight a dozen 
officers wereon the ground some seconds 
before the last shot was fired and yet 
they were not quick enough to see the 
déad and wounded being spirited away 
by the two factions. There is no tell- 
ing how many of the wounded heathen 
have died since then, but it is safe to 
say that the authorities will never know 
anything ot what has become of the 
bodies. Had the officers been a couple 
of minutes later they would not have 
found the two bodies and it would have 
been given out that no one was killed 
on account of the poor markmenship of 


the highbinders. 


Chinamen are not such poor shots as 
they are believed to be, and whenever a 
shooting scrape takes place it is safe 
to put it down that some poor heathen 
has passed over the dark river.

It is 
learned that Harry LaMott, right-of-way 
agent for the Senthern Pacific, has 
bonded for ten months a tract of eigh- 
teen acres bélonging to Juan Marques, 
about two miles north of the old cajion, 
Before the ten months’ limit has ex- 
pired the engineets will have investi- 
gated the condition of the ocean bottom 
and determined for acertainty whether 
it is practicable to make the great 
improvement at that point, which is at 
the mouth of the Santa Inez Cafion and 
fullyas well situated as the abandoned 
site. It is probable, too, that the plans 
will be so fur changed that a mole will 
be built in connection with a break- 


water. Noone seems to feel certain 
that a government appropriation will be 
secur for the harbor, but some 


inside influence will be brought to bear 
to obtain some indirect Federal help. 
A mole, for instance, could be con- 
structed by making a designated spot a 
dumping place for vast quantities of 
stone, which it may be necessary to re- 
move from some channel or other at 
the expense of the Government.
